Enrollment Increase 


Within the past twenty 
years, the number of students 
attending institutions of higher 
education has more than dou- 
bled. Northern Essex is no ex- 
teption. Founded primarily to 
cope with this influx of stu- 
dents, Northern Essex has 
quadrupled in its number of 
students since it was founded 
in 1961. 


From a modest enrollment 
of 186 it has grown to a stu- 
dent body of 715 day students 
and 250 evening students. 


Northern Essex Community 
College with a faculty-student 
ratio which enables students to 
receive personal attention, serves 
not only the needs of students 
from the Merrimack Valley and 
surrounding areas, but has also 
attracted students from other 
countries. 

By 1970, Northern Essex 
Community College will be lo- 
cated on a multi-million dollar 
campus overlooking Kenoza 


Lake, and will be serving the 
needs of three thousand stu- 
dents during the 70’s.

They 
believe that by letting Red 
China overrun Viet Nam, a 
large-scale war would be 
averted. Let’s look at the facts. 
The world let Japan take Man- 
churia and then Japan went on 
to take the Phillipines. The 
world let Hitler take Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, and Poland in 
the 1930's. We know the re- 
sult. Men will lose their lives 
in Viet Nam, American men. 
But, how many lives would be 
lost. if the battle line was in 
the United States?
